“Hump” Plan Revamped; Drop Proposal 
For Retired Pay Bonus; Hearings Set 


REVISED Navy-Marine Corps “hump” bill, providing selective retirement for 

hundreds of senior officers, has reached Congress. 

Hearings will open 16 February before the Kilday House Armed Services Sub- 
committee. This is only five days after the measure reached the Capitol. 

The Navy said the re-drafted plan will save the Government approximately $11.5 
million during the next six fiscal years. The new bill eliminates an earlier proposal 
to increase the retired pay of officers forced off active duty. 

It authorizes new “zone of consideration” procedures for promotion to lieu- 
tenant colonel in the Marine Corps. 

The measure is designed, the Navy said, “to provide equitable opportunity for 
Promotion to Navy and Marine Corps officers who are in or behind the ‘hump.’” 

The “hump” consists of the large group of officers who were commissioned

LL is not going smoothly at the Pentagon in the lower echelon implementation 

of the Defense Reorganization of 1958. 

Congress can be expected to take a new hand in the situation, as was indicated 
in the sharp remarks made by Chairman Carl Vinson (D-Ga.) to Secretary of De- 
fense McElroy (Page 3) on the public information situation. 

THE JOURNAL learned this week that the Services are disturbed by a new opin- 
ion from Defense Department General Counsel Robert Dechert which interprets the 
“command authority” of such staff officers as the Assistant Secretaries of Defense, 


the Assistants to the Assistant Secre- 
taries, the Special Assistants, and the 
Assistants to the Special Assistants. 

A routine request was presented to the 
Defense Department Office of Public In- 
formation for the document, 

After more than a day’s delay, the an- 
swer came back that “yes, such a docu- 





ment does exist, but it cannot be re- 
leased because it is a privileged com- 
munication.” 

No suggestion was made that the opin- 
ion of the General Counsel, presented 
in a lengthy memorandum to Secretary

Nike-Zeus Barrage Hits Congress; Army 
Statements Conflict With Sec’y McElroy 


Congress has been hit by a barrage of 
conflicting statements on the status of 
the Army’s Nike-Zeus anti-missile mis- 
sile. 

Secretary of Defense McElroy led off 
with testimony that Zeus is receiving top 
priority, but he said that production is 
at best a couple of years away. 

Secretary McElroy told the House 
Armed Services Committee that there 
have been no “breakthroughs” to speak 
of. 

Maj. Gen. William W. Dick, jr., Director 
of Special Weapons in the Office of Lt. 
Gen, Arthur G. Trudeau, Army R&D 
Chief, told the House Committee on Sci- 
ence and Astronautics that there have 


been “several major technical break- 
throughs” in the program. 

General Dick said the Army could use 
$30 million during the next few months 
and $750 million during Fiscal ’60 to 
begin establishment of production fa- 
cilities, 

Maj. Gen. Dwight Beach, Director of 
Air Defense and Special Weapons in the 
Office of the Deputy Chief of Staff for 
Military Operations, Lt. Gen, James E, 
Moore, testified that the Army recom- 
mended a facilities construction program 
for Zeus, but was overruled on the ad- 
vice of top scientists,

Pentagon Asks 21,701 Family Quarters; 
Air Force Gets Highest Allocation 


CAPEHART LOCATIONS: Army, P. 4; 
Navy-Marine Corps, P. 6; Air Force, P. 8 


HE Pentagon is seeking Congressional approval for construction of 21,701 housing 
units for military families in the United States and overseas, 
Housing plans for the coming fiscal year were outlined to Congress 10 February 
when the Defense Department requested a $1.3 billion building program. 
Only a small part of the cost of the housing construction is included in the 


$1.3 billion total. 


Most of the family housing units—18,546—will be constructed under the Cape- 
hart program, financed by private builders. In addition, 2,694 units will be con- 


structed overseas by utilizing foreign 
currencies, 

The Pentagon is seeking Congressional 
funds for only 461 public works housing 
units. This group includes an unspecified 
number to be constructed for Army fam- 
ilies at Ft. Greely, Alaska, for the Army 
and Air Force at various ZI locations 
and for the Army at various overseas 
locations, 

Most of the funds requested in the $1.3 
billion military construction program 
are for facilities. 

The biggest share of the new Capehart 
construction will go to the Air Force— 
8,025 units. The Pentagon is asking ap- 
proval for 6,199 Army units, 3,822 Navy 
units and 500 Marine Corps units. 

The Air Force also garners the biggest 
share of the housing to be constructed 
overseas with foreign currencies—2,037 
units. The Army is slated to receive 557 
units, the Navy 100 and the Marine 
Corps, none, 

All 100 of the Navy units are to be con- 
structed at the Naval Station, Bermuda. 

The Army’s 557 units include 400 to be 
constructed at various locations in 
France and 157 to be constructed at “Lo- 
cation 12” of the National Security 
Agency. 

Air Force units to be constructed with 
foreign funds include 300 units at various 
locations in France, 333 at classified loca- 
tions, and the remainder at the following 
bases in the United Kingdom:

If the idea proves practical, 
officers could convert their formal 
garb to semi-formal apparel by zip- 
ping off the tails, This would convert 
the formal evening dress blue coat to 
a blue mess jacket, Then, all an officer 
would have to do is change his shirt, 
switch from a white tie to a black 
tie and don a cummerbund,

MSTS Chief Wants “Two-In-One” Garb 


Subject: Dinner dress blue jacket; 
modification of, Reference (a) BuPers 
Notice 1020 of 28 November 1958. 


1. Reference (a) authorizes the op- 
tional wearing of a dinner dress blue 
jacket by flag officers and captains, the 
jacket to be of the “same design, ma- 
terial, and insignia as the evening 
dress blue coat but without tails.” 


2. The above, while optional, may 
be deemed desirable by many of those 
authorized to wear it, The expense of 
an additional uniform, however, may 
deter their taking advantage of the 
opportunity to wear it. 

3. It is recommended, therefore, that 
a study be made of the feasibility of 
making tails on the present evening 
dress blue coat detachable, by some 
zipper or button arrangement. This, 
if practical, would provide two uni- 
forms in one, at a reasonable cost to 
each officer. This would make it pos- 
sible and, perhaps, advantageous for 
the Bureau to extend the wearing of 
the uniform to all officers.

New Quarters Plan Is Proposed 
For Couples; Most Gain, Some Lose 


The Pentagon has asked Congress to 
approve a new quarters allowance for- 
mula for couples who are both in uni- 
form. 

The plan, which also includes a change 
in the residency requirement for depend- 
ent parents, would cost $477,400 annually. 

Here is how the new formula would 
work: 

Where a husband and wife are both 
members of military services entitled to 
receive basic pay and are assigned to the 
same or adjacent posts, the senior mem- 
ber would be entitled to basic allowance 
for quarters of a member with depend- 
ents. This amount ranges from $85.50 
per month for second lieutenants and 
ensigns, to $171 per month for flag and 
general officers; from $85.50 to $119.70 for 
warrant officers, and from $51.30 to $77.10 
for enlisted men with one dependent. 

If either member voluntarily occupies 
Government quarters intended for a 
member without dependents, neither 
member, under the new formula, would 
be entitled to an increased basic allow- 
ance. 

During periods that senior member 
would be entitled to increased basic al- 
lowances, the junior member would not 
be entitled to any BAQ, and any depend- 
ent of the junior member would be 
deemed a dependent of the senior mem- 
ber. 

The proposal, which has been sub- 
mitted to the House and Senate Armed 
Services Committees, also would author- 
ize continuance of quarters allowance to 
a serviceman when his wife, a member 
of a Reserve component normally not on 
active duty, is ordered to active duty or 
active duty for training for a period of 
less than three months. 

Also, it would permit female members 
of the Armed Forces to draw BAQ when 
stationed at or near the home port of her 
husband’s ship, unless she voluntarily oc- 
cupies Government quarters. 

At present, members of the Service 
whose wives also are members of the 
Service are not entitled to quarters ai- 
lowances at the “with dependents” rate 
on the wife’s account. The Pentagon 
points out that “this has resulted in an 
inequity in cases in which husband and 
wife are assigned to the same post or to 
adjacent posts.” 

The Comptroller General has ruled 
that in such cases the male member is 
entitled to BAQ at the “without depend- 
ents” rate if no married quarters are 





available for the couple, but the wife is 
not entitled to any quarters allowance If 
single-type quarters are available for her 
occupancy. 

Thus, the Pentagon notes, the couple 
is “at a disadvantage as compared toa 
couple consisting of serviceman and ci 
vilian wife, since the serviceman whose 
wife is a civilian is entitled to quarters 
allowance at ‘with dependents’ rate.” 

The proposed legislation is designed to 
correct this inequity. 

At the same time, however, it would re 
sult in a monetary loss for some couples. 

An unknown number of married mem- 
bers who now both draw the allowance 
for quarters authorized a single member 
because they are stationed in an area 
like Washington, D. C., where single Gov- 
ernment quarters are not available, will 
“sustain a temporary reduction in in- 
come,” the Pentagon said, because the 
senior member will then draw quarters 
allowance authorized a member with de 
pendents, which is a smaller amount 
than the sum of two “single” quarters 
allowances. 

Similarly, those married members who 
are each drawing larger quarters allow- 
ences because of dependency of other 
members of their immediate families will, 
on enactment of the new proposal, be au- 
thorized only one “married” quarters al 
lowance. 

The proposal also permanently elimi- 
nates a legal provision that dependent 
parents must “actually reside in the 
household” of a Service member if the 
member is to be authorized a family quar 
ters allowance because of this depend 
ency. The requirement has been sus 
pended since 8 September 1950. 

The Pentagon said the proposed legis 
lation will cost, each year, approximately 
$164,000 for the Army, $197,000 for the 
Air Force, and $116,400 for the Navy.

PIO Directive Raises New Questions 


On Powers Of “Vice Presidents” 


Secretary of Defense Neil H. McElroy 
has been warned to watch his step on 
all Pentagon orders going out to the 
unified and specified commands. 

Chairman Carl Vinson (D-Ga) of the 
House Armed Services Committee has 
made it clear that Congress will not tol- 
erate the issuance of direct orders to 
field commanders by the Assistant Sec- 
retaries of Defense, 

This problem was debated at length 
during last year’s hearings on the De- 
fense Department Reorganization Act. 

It put in a new appearance on 6 Feb- 
ruary while Secretary McElroy was testi- 
fying before the Armed Services Com- 
mittee. 

Questions about the authority of the 
Pentagon “vice presidents” were raised 
in connection with a pending Defense 
Department policy decision on the public 
information activities of the unified com- 
mands, 

Reports circulating at the Capitol indl- 
cate the Defense Department is prepar- 
ing to turn over control of all public 
affairs activities in the unified commands 
to Assistant Secretary of Defense Mur- 
ray Snyder, 

Chairman Vinson, while questioning 
Secretary McElroy, recalled that under 
the provisions of the Reorganization Act 
“it was our thought, and we think the 
law spelled it out, that all directives and 
orders to the unified and specified com- 
manders had to come through you and 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff.” He asked the 
Secretary if this was not so. 

Secretary McElroy said “This is true 
about operational instructions.” 

Chairman Vinson said, “Now here is 
what is worrying me. I think the law 
is very positive on how it should come. 
It doesn’t come, as I interpret it, from 
any Assistant Secretary. 


“I understand that some assistant sec- 
retary has issued directives to the joint 
commanders without it coming through 
the Secretary and the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff. That has been stopped. I am just 
inquiring, has it been stopped so for- 
cibly that it will not continue to happen 
in the future?” 

Secretary McElroy said, “Well, there 
may be certain parts of the operation of 
the unified commands, such as public re- 
lations policy, as a good exmple, or pub- 
lic information . , .” 

Chairman Vinson interrupted: “Now 
let’s get this straight, because this is 
very important, Now who is going to 
issue these commnds—you, through the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, or some assistant 
secretary under the charter that you 
have adopted? Now, I think in the order- 
ly procedure there is a clear*channel of 
command. What we have written in the 
law should be adhered to as strictly as 
possible. And it comes through the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff.” 


Secretary McElroy said, “Well, now, let 
me complete my statement, if I may, sir, 
about this public affairs. This hasn’t been 
decided yet. But we are in the process 





of considering it, and this is an example 
of the kind of a situation where we might 
not go through the Joint Staff—in the 
establishment of public information pol- 
icy with a unified command. Because of 
the fact that we have up to this time 
decided not to set up a public informa- 
tion part of the Joint Staff, these policy 
instructions might very well go out di- 
rectly from the Assistant Secretary who 
is responsible for this in the Department 
of Defense, only with notification of this 
action to the Joint Staff.” 

Chairman Vinson said, “Well, I think, 
Mr. Secretary, before you reach a final 
decision, you had better read the law 
carefully and you better read the intent 
of Congress. Because that was not the 
intent, and I do not think it is what the 
statutes prescribed, as to the method of 
issuing directives to the commanders— 
the joint and specified commanders, I 
think the law is positive that it must 
come—and we had a purpose in writing 
it in that way, because we wanted the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, through you, to 
issue the orders so that there would be 
no confusion of too many people mixing 
up in the operation of the unified and 
specified commands,” 

Chairman Vinson also raised some 
questions about a new JCS memorandum 
defining “operational command.” 

In reporting the Pentagon Reorgan- 
ization Act last year, the House Com- 
mittee said “full operational command” 
of units assigned to the specified and 
unified commands “does not include such 
matters as administration, discipline, in- 
ternal organization and unit training, 
except when a subordinate commander 
requests such assistance,” 

He asked if the Joint Chiefs have re- 
cently issued “a memorandum contrary 
to that line of thought.” 

Secretary McElroy said he would 
furnish a copy of the memorandum for 
the record. He said the memorandum 
was issued “by, let’s say, the highest 
authority,” and “there was not in our 
judgment any conflict.” 


AF Stresses Rules 
For Combat Training 


Stricter training has been decreed by 
the Air Force for its Combat Readiness 
Training (CRT) pilots, following com- 
pletion of safety surveys which linked 
inadequate training with the cause of 
major aircraft accidents. 

The Air Force especially noted in AFR 
121-26 that some instructor pilots in CRT 
sircraft have had insufficient pilot quali- 
fication in the type of aircraft being op- 
erated. 

The regulation tells commanders to as- 
sure that pilots and instructors are and 
remain proficient in their assigned air- 
craft. It also commands a review of all 
CRT procedures to determine the ade- 
quacy of present training programs

“The military requirements are 
paramount,” Mr. Douglas said. “They 
cannot be expected to perform mir- 
acles of deployment and supply with 
the aircraft at hand.” 

Mr. Douglas pointed out that, given 
the advantage of such a development 
for the military, the civilian airlines 
could, by 1965, be able to acquire com- 
mercial versions of these aircraft at 
favorable prices due to increases in 
the volume of production. 

“With such aircraft,” Mr. Douglas 
continued, “the airlines will be able 
to make an augmented contribution 
to an upturn in cargo transit speed, 
benefiting themselves, the national 
economy, and the National Defense. 





Modern Cargo Transports For MATS 
Would Also Spur Airlines, Douglas Says 


“If the increase in military develop- 
ment is not presently forthcoming, it 
will be at least 1970 before the air 
lines can do their own financing. 
Should the more modern air transport 
become available in 1965, by 1970 the 
airlines could be flying more cargo 
ton-miles annually than passenger 
ton-miles.” 

As a final point, Mr. Douglas as- 
serted that “the aircraft industry 
cannot be expected to perform the 
production miracles of the war years 
in the manufacture of the complex 
aircraft of today and tomorrow. 


“To the national welfare, a healthy 
aircraft industry is a necessity. The 
industry cannot subsist on a diet of 
stop and go contracts.” 


The young industrialist predicted 
that if the cargo carriers are flying 
transports comparable in efficiency to 
the C-133 or the Douglas DC-8 in a 
cargo version, by 1965 it would be 
possible to reduce their direct opera- 
tion cost to about four cents per ton 
mile, resulting in a 10 cent ton-mile 
rate, as against 21 cents today.

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Congress Should Call More Combat Commanders 


The Congress, anxious over the combat readiness of U. S. Fighting 
Forces, would do well in the weeks ahead, during detailed examination 
of the fiscal '60 budget, to summon more combat commanders from the 
field to testify on Capitol Hill. 

We say this in the wake of the dynamic presentation made by General 
Thomas S. Power, Commander-in-Chief of the Strategic Air Command, 
during Senate hearings. As reported exclusively in last week’s issue of 
THE JOURNAL, General Power avoided any entanglement in politico-eco- 
nomic matters. He spoke forth on what action he, as a professional mil- 
itary leader, deemed essential to strengthen National Defense. 

General Power, as a combat commander, was careful not to separate 
the need for improved weapons from the need for continued improvement 
in the caliber of career military people. With a vigor that has been lacking 
at the Pentagon during recent months, he spoke out in support of action 
to raise the attractiveness of career service. 

The SAC CinC, with the full facts at his instant command, explained 
the need for improved promotion opportunities, noted that the SAC “spot 
promotion” plan could be periled by declining vacancies Air Force-wide. 

General Power, whose command pays attention to all possible details, 
outlined for the Senators a broad program of action to improve combat 
readiness by enhancing military service. 

He spoke of the need for more housing, of a special “alert pay” for 
certain SAC crewmen, restoration of PX privileges, and the elimination 
of the surcharge on commissary purchases. 

In short, what General Power is seeking for his people is full recog- 
nition for the contribution they are making to the security of the Free 
World. In his appearance before Congress, General Power laid the facts 
squarely on the line. The legislators received, and welcomed, a political- 
ly-free, professional assessment of SAC’s readiness to perform its mission. 
The Senators learned also of actions which should be taken to raise this 
combat readiness. 

Throughout the Strategic Air Command, military men and their 
families knew that their chief was fighting hard in their behalf. 


‘illing This Military Need Would Spur Civilian Progress 


A clear instance of where a much needed modernization program 
for the Armed Services would contribute directly to the national economy 
lies in the purchase for the Military Air Transport Service of high-speed, 
long-range air transports with huge cargo-carrying capacity. 

In pointing this out (see story on page 8), Donald W. Douglas, jr., 
president of Douglas Aircraft Co., also called attention to the fact that 
modern cargo aircraft could save the taxpayers money. “As we increase 
the capacity and speed of our cargo transports, whether military or com- 
mercial,” he said, “one important achievement will be substantial reduc- 
tion in operational costs, and increased profit, whether the operator be 
the Air Force or an air line.” 

Orders for the much-needed modern military cargo carriers would 
enable the aircraft industry to get into production on this equipment, so 
that the unit price could be reduced to a point where civil airlines could 
afford to buy them. With modern equipment, Mr. Douglas contends, air- 
lines could cut their air freight rate in half and thus vastly increase the 
amount of freight shipped by air. In 1956, 386 million ton-miles went by 
air. With a ten cent per ton-mile rate, he estimated this would increase 
to 5 billion ton-miles. This latter figure would still represent only about 
one-half of one percent of the total domestic freight traffic market, he 
said, so that other modes of transportation would not suffer. 

The last Congress was impressed by the need for modernizing MATS 

so much so that it added substantially to the President’s budget to pro- 
vide for it. But the administration has thus far not seen fit to commit this 
money for airlift. We hope this Congress will emphasize its determination 
by putting language in the bill that will make use of the airlift funds 
mandatory instead of permissive. 





HF New York Times, in an edi- 

torial published in the 8 February 
issue, under the title “To Right a 
Wrong,” has called for action to 
equalize retired pay benefits for all 
military personnel. 

THE JOURNAL, in an editorial pub- 
lished in the 31 January issue, said 
that “correlation between active and 
retired pay is an established principle 
in the American military system... . 
The prospect of retirement with its 
traditional rights and privileges is 
one of the strongest reasons why men 
make careers in the Armed Services. 

“When they see these rights being 
abrogated in such vital areas as pay, 
family protection, and job opportuni- 
ties,” THE JOURNAL editorial stated, 
“their enthusiasm for Service careers 
wanes,” 

The New York Times, in a similar 
vein, published the following edi- 
torial: 

“The military pay bill enacted by 
Congress a year ago established two 
groups of retired personnel. Those 
members of the armed services who 
retired prior to the passage of the 
legislation received a 6 per cent re- 
tired-pay increase; those who retired 
after the legislation was enacted are 
receiving a considerably higher pay

length of service. 

“In the case of the former group 
the historic principle of keying re. 
tired pay in proportion to active »ay 
was violated; in the case of the laiter 
group it is retained. In other words, 
last year’s military pay bill created 
two classes of military citizens—tirst 
and second grade. 

“This discrimination was voted by 
the last Congress despite the recom- 
mendations of the Cordiner commit- 
tee, which made a comprehensive 
study of means of increasing the at- 
tractiveness of a service career. The 
committee explicitly stated that ‘mili- 
tary retirement and its firm tie-in with 
active-duty compensation is perhaps 
the most powerful long-term career 
incentive existing within the military 
compensation system ***, The incen- 
tive value of (the) military retire- 
ment program depends to a major de- 
gree upon its integral relationship 
with active-duty compensation and 
the confidence which has been built 
up in the military body that no breach 
of faith or breach of retirement con- 
tract has ever been permitted***.’ 

“To many retired personnel, the 
1958 pay act appears to have broken 
faith. Congress owes it to men who 
have served long and well to right a

@ Your edition of 7 February contains

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New Air Force Management Agency Coordinates Air Defense Planning, | Implementation

HE Air Force has established a 

new management agency called the 
.ir Defense Systems Integration Di- 
vision (ADSID). Its purpose is to co- 
dinate air defense planning, pro-

The air defense mission system con- 
sists of all weapons systems, electronic 
environment systems, and support sys- 
tems employed in air defense.

Human “Links” Replaced 


To insure that the nation possesses 
the best feasible air defense capability, 
special effort is required to integrate 
the various and complex components 
of the air defense mission system. In 
the past, the operating command could 
accomplish the integration by using 
men as conversion links in utilizing 
the separate components; however, the 
required increase in automaticity 
largely eliminates the human conver- 
sion links and replaces them with 
mechanical and electronic devices. Ef- 
fective air defense now demands tech- 
nically compatible and highly auto- 
matic components, designed, devel- 
oped, produced and installed to mesh 
with the requirements for an over-all 
integrated system, 


The air defense mission system must 
be continuously operational; there- 
fore, time-phasing of changes or addi- 
tions, and component relationships, 
are exacting stipulations. System in- 
tegration has become a very intricate 
mixture of operational requirements, 
technical development and _ logistic 
support. Involved in this mixture are 
the efforts of the scientific community 
and industry, as well as various func- 
tional military organizations and other 
government agencies. Coordination of 
activities to achieve air defense sys- 
tems integration does indeed require 
a special managment effort—an effort 
specialized and detailed to the point 
of being inappropriate to the Penta- 
gon policy level, yet beyond the as- 
signed functional responsibilities of 
the commands involved. 


July 1957 Start 


In July 1957 the Air Force estab- 
lished the air defense systems man- 
agement office (ADSMO) as a joint 
ARDC-AMC-ADC organization to pro- 
vide the managerial guidance for inte- 
gration of air defense systems, Experi- 
ence resulted in the decision to rein- 
force ADSMO, redesignate it as the 
Air Defense Systems Integration Divi- 
sion and support the organization with 
a technical group in the form of a 
central contractor, In March 1958 Sec- 
retary James H. Douglas enunciated 
the concept and basic policies by stat- 
ing: 

“For the past number of years the 
Air Force has been vitally concerned 
regarding the difficult task of inte- 
grating both the ground environ- 
ment and the weapons associated 
with the ground environment to in- 
sure that this nation will possess 
the best possible air defense capa- 
bility. Proposals were made over a 
year ago on the organization of an 





integrated command structure of 
personnel from ADC, AMC and 
ARDC to form the nucleus of an air 
defense team which could be sup- 
ported by a civilian technical sys- 
tems management team. 

“To further improve the status of 
this Air Force organization which is 
now called the Air Defense Systems 
Integration Division, the Air Force 
has appointed Major General K. P. 
Bergquist to command this organ- 
ization. In this capacity, General 
Bergquist will have ample authority 
comparable to that employed by the 
Commander of the Ballistic Missile 
Division in his field, to make final 
decisions for the Air Force on the 
integration of the air defense mis- 
sion systems. He will have effective 
control of the funds necessary to 
discharge the system engineering re- 
sponsibility of his office and to im- 
plement his decisions.” 


ADSID Gets Start 


On 31 March 1958 the Air Force 
published AFR 20-13 prescribing policy 
and responsibilities for the formation, 
organization, and operation of AD- 
SID. The new organization is a joint 
office manned by AMC, ARDC and 
ADC. The Commander ARDC is the 
Executive Agent. The ADSID is 
charged with analysis, guidance and 
monitorship, but not with responsibil- 
ity for implementation of individual 
systems. Such implementation remains 
charged to appropriate commands in 
accordance with their assigned func- 
tions. The senior ASID representatives 
of AMC, ARDC and ADC function as 
ADSID staff officers and also as senior 
members of the respective command- 
er’s staff. 


The regulations assigned the follow- 
ing tasks to ADSID: (1) Assemble and 
maintain a current master plan and 
schedule for development and imple- 
mentation of approved additions and 
improvements to the air defense mis- 
sion system; (2) Assemble and main- 
tain a current set of individual sys- 
tem performance specifications; (3) 
Conduct analysis and initiate neces- 
sary actions or corrective measures 
to insure compatibility and effective- 
ness of components, systems and sup- 
porting activities; (4) Monitor prog- 
ress of actions and insure coordina- 
tion, with respect to development, 
implementation, plans, schedules and 
funding; (5) Assist ADC, ARDC and 
AMC in forming their plans as they 
pertain to the air defense mission; 
(6) Develop test concepts to be used 
as a basis for system testing programs, 
and (7) Evaluate requirements, estab- 
lished by other agencies, which affect 
the air defense mission system. 


Contract With M.1.T. 


On 30 July 1958 the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology entered into 
a contract with the USAF to serve 
as “principal systems advisor” on an 
interim basis to the ADSID. MIT pro- 
posed that the support should ulti- 
mately be given by a separate non- 
profit organization, and agreed to 
sponsor such a corporation and sup- 
port it until it could operate inde- 
pendently. As a part of the agree- 
ment, it was planned that those Lin- 
coln Laboratory people directly en- 
gaged in ADSID support would be 
transferred to the new corporation 
as rapidly as possible and that the new 
corporation should seek a direct con- 
tract with the Air Force as soon as 
this could be arranged. The MIT pro- 


posal was accepted by Secretary 
Douglas. 
The new systems engineering organ- 


ization was formally incorporated as 
the MITRE Corporation. Heading the 
Board of Trustees is H. Rowan Gai- 
ther, jr., Chairman of the Board of 
the Ford Foundation, The Executive 
Committee is chaired by William A. 


son (D-Tex),

Webster, Executive Vice President of 
the New England Electric System, In- 
cluded in the Board of Trustees are 
such well known individuals as Luis 
W. Alvarez, Charles A. Coolidge, Dr. 
Julius A. Stratton, and Robert C. 
Sprague. The President of MITRE is 
Mr. C. W. Halligan, formerly Director 
of Military Engineering at the Bell 
Telephone Laboratories. 

The Systems Integration task cen- 
ters around the point at which deci- 
sions are made to introduce changes 
and additions to the Air Defense Mis- 
sion System. The principal function is 
to insure that the resulting system 
works and that it—or major segments 

-can be turned over to the operat- 
ing commander on a specific date. 

Solving the many and varied inte- 
gration problems requires the utmost 
in team-work. Scientific-industry-mili- 
tary team effort is applied to the 
problems to make thorough analyses, 
carefully balance the operational-de- 
velopment-logistic factors, advise as 
to priorities of effort within budget 
limitations, and prepare the man- 
agerial guidance required for coordi- 
nated action “—to insure an effective, 
properly time-phased, and technically 
compatible integrated Air Defense 
Mission System,—.”

Committee has warned Secretary McElroy that Congress did not 
intend that Assistant Secretaries of Defense should be in the chain 
of command to the unified and specified commanders. 




































































ONE REASON THE JCS doesn’t want its own PubInfo set-up is

THE IMPACT OF CURTAILED OBSTETRICAL CARE for Service wives 
by civilian physicians—restrictions were imposed last October—is 
pointed up with The Journal’s disclosure (Page 18) of an acute 
shortage of qualified medical specialists in the Armed Services. 

Official Pentagon statistics, made available by the Defense Department 
after some reluctance by the Services, show that there are only 238 
specialists in obstetrics and gynecology on active duty—badly distributed 
among the Services—compared with a requirement for 403 physicians 
with this qualification. 


THE NAVY HAS ALMOST HALF of the obstetricians in uniform—109. 
The Air Foree, whose wives had been making the most extensive use 
of MediCare obstetrical services because of the shortage of military 
facilities, has the least—only 43 obstetricians. It needs 151. The Army 
reports a requirement for 143, but has only 86 on active duty. 


PEDIATRICS IS A BRIGHTER PICTURE, with the Services reporting 
availability of 228 specialists against a requirement of 290. The Army has 
113 pediatricians; Navy, 61; and Air Force, 54. 


SERVICE FAMILIES SHOULD DISCOUNT the Pentagon’s statement 
that “more! up-to-date and varied programming” on Armed Forces TV 
stations is’ expected to result after 1 March when “hardsell” commercials 
will be eliminated from the telecasts. The decision to cut the commercials 
was revealed in The Journal 17 January and was confirmed by an 

official DoD release 6 February. The forecast of improved programming 
bucks the fact that a much greater use will have to be made of the 

Armed Forces library of old TV kinescope reels. Because of the switch 
of commercial television networks from kinescope reels to the new 
video tape process, the Services will have to pay for most of the 
kinescope reels they previously received free. To convert military 
stations to the commercially-used video tape would also cost $3.5 
million—a need that is not reflected in the fiscal ’60 budget. 


VERSATILITY OF THE ARMY MAP SERVICE has been documented 
anew with the disclosure that it was responsible for the design concept 
of the new underground shelter built by the Army Engineer Research 

and Development Laboratories at Ft. Belvoir, Va., to provide 

protection against atomic weapons effects. Prototype tests, conducted 

at Yuma, Ariz., using conventional explosives under high blast conditions, 
showed that the shelter, 68 feet long and 10 feet wide, was able to 
withstand blast pressures up to 60 pounds per square inch. 


A TOUCH OF LEBANON has come to Ft. Bragg, N. C. The Ist 

Airborne Battle Group, 187th Infantry, deployed to Lebanon from 
Germany last sumer, returned to the U. S. this week for duty with the 
82d Airborne Division. Among the arrivals with the battle group was 
a donkey named “Marahaba” (means “Good Day” or “Greetings”), 
which had traveled to Germany when the paratroopers departed 
Lebanon. ~ 


RADM W. R. SMEDBERG, III; who was picked 68 numbers below the 
promotion ‘gone when he womn'two-star rank in August 1953, again 
has been vaulted over his seniors. His nomination for three-star rank 
(see page 6) will move him ahead of 104 upper half rear admirals who 
now outrank him. 


AVIATION CADET IN 1956, 2d Lt. Gail D. Helvie has been designated 
to be a B-52 co-pilot with the 330th Bombardment Squadron at Castle 
AFB, Calif.—possibly the only officer of that rank to hold such a:slot. 
His aircraft commander is Maj. Pat Lewis; Lt. Col. Jack O’Reagon 

is Squadron Commander. Lieutenant Helvie began B-52 training last July. 
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SCIENTISTS IN UNIFORM should not be restricted by being given S'aff 
Corps designators, according to the Navy R&D Chief, RAdm. John T 
Hayward. He has told Congress the best utilization of scientists 
in the Navy would be realized if they were placed in the Line. The 
admiral said that line officer status for a scientist would provide him a 
better understanding of operational requirements and better chances 
for promotion. Admiral Hayward, who referred to himself as a 
“physicist third class,” is a line officer whose command includes 
duty as skipper of the Carrier FDR. 


CAPT. ROBERT G. GARDE, jr., son of Maj. Gen. and Mrs. Garde, who 
commands the VIII Reserve Corps at Austin, Tex., has been awarded 
the Commendation Ribbon at West Point for assembling, editing and 
publishing a self-evaluation study of the Military Academy. This 
was accomplished as a prerequisite for accreditation by the Middle 
States Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools. A 1950 USMA 
graduate, Capt. Garde completed this task while fulfilling duties as an 
instructor in the Department of Social Sciences. 


IMPROVED MILITARY LIBRARIES are expected to result from a study 
being conducted under the auspices of the Armed Forces Section 
of the American Library Association. An inter-Service committee is 
expected to make a report on Service libraries to the ALA Conference 
in Washington 21-27 June. 


THE PACIFIC MISSILE RANGE is headed for a major expansion that 
could cost $2 billion in the next five years and $2 billion in the 
succeeding decade. The range, which cost about $30 million to operate 
in 1956, will require an annual expenditure of about $246 million 
in 1963 for new construction, operation, maintenance, and salaries. 


THE AIR FORCE REPORTS difficulty in obtaining adequate numbers of 
Information Services Officers in the grade of captain and major. 
One reason has been “the lack of career motivation of many of the 
junior officers who have been assigned as ISO’s.” The Air Force also 
says there has been a lack of aggressive command selection actions. To 
remedy this situation, Headquarters will provide command ISO’s with 
the names of officers with experience in the field and will request 
that these officers be contacted to ascertain the possibility of their 
reassignment to the information field. Not only in the Air Force, but 
in the other Services as well, there is a widespread feeling among 
information officers that their chances for promotion are jeopardized 
by continued duty in this field. The Service information chiefs have 
attempted to remove these fears, but the facts are that they persist.

The Navy believes “needed additional 
vacancies in the higher grades could best 
be created through the retirement, on a 
selective basis, of some of the senior 
officers in those grades a few years 
earlier than they could be involuntarily 
retired under present law.”

In justification of this move, the Navy 
noted that senior officers in the pre-war 
year groups have attained their grades, 
in most cases, considerably earlier than 
contemplated under the Officer Person- 
nel Act “and have had to face only light 
forced attrition rates.”

Top-Rank Promotions Slim In All Services

Hearings on the “hump” legislation 
begin 16 February before the House 
Armed Services Committee. 

Unlike the Army and Air Force, which 
are not planning the forced attrition of 
senior medical and dental officers, the 
Navy finds itself with 619 Medical Corps 
captains and 449 captains in the Dental 
Corps, according to latest available in- 
formation, 

By comparison, the Army has 283 Med- 
icai Corps colonels and 88 colonels in its 
Dertal Corps. 

The Air Force has only 211 Medical 
Corps colonels and 63 Dental Corps colo- 
nels. 

One compelling factor forcing the Navy 
to consider the early retirement plan for 
physicians and dentists has been its in- 
ability to promote many deserving com- 
manders to captain. In its latest selec- 
tions, the Navy was able to promote only 
46.1% of its eligible medical commanders 
to captain. Only 446% of the eligible 
Dental Corps commanders could be given 
four stripes. 

A similar promotion situation to the 
grades of lieutenant colonel and colonel 
is facing the Army, which has its own 
Medical and Dental Corps “hump” in the 








grade of lieutenant colonel. 

There are approximately 772 Medical 
and Dental Corps lieutenant colonels in 
the Army, compared with a total of 723 
for the Navy and Air Force combined. 

As a result, the Army has been abl 
to promote only about 41% of its eligible 
Medical and Dental lieutenant colonels 
to colonel. Army officials foresee an even 
further tightening of the percentage of 
eligible lieutenant colonels who can be 
given eagles. 

The Air Force, which has t! least 
number of senior medical and dental offi- 
cers of all the Services, promoted 24 med- 
ical officers to colonel out of 69 eligible 
during its last selection. In the last selec 
tion of Dental Corps colonels, the All 
Force chose two out of a field of 116 
eligibles.

Maj. Gen. William J, Donovan, USAR-Ret 

A Requiem Mass was said at St. Mat- 
thew’s Cathedral, Washington, D. C., 11 
February for Maj. Gen. William J. Dono- 
van, USAR-Ret, who died at Walter Reed 
Army Hospital 8 February at the age of 
%6, following a long illness. Burial was 
at Arlington National Cemetery. 

Soldier, diplomat, politician, lawyer, Gen- 
eral Donovan joined the New York National 
Guard in 1912 and saw service on the Mexican 
Border. In WWI, he commanded the ‘‘Fight- 
ing 69th’’ Infantry Regiment of the Rainbow 
Division, with which he won the Medal of 
Honor, the Distinguished Service Cross and 
the Distinguished Service Medal, the Nation’s 
three highest decorations. 

During WWII, General Donovan was named 
Director of the Office of Strategic Services 
and personally participated in many of its 
worldwide missions. He has since been 
credited with foreseeing the need for the 
establishment of a Central Intelligence 
Agency. From 1953 to 1955, he served as 
Ambassador to Thailand. In lieu of flowers, 
the family requested that contributions be 
made in General Donovan's memory to the 
International Rescue Committee, 225 4th Ave., 
New York City, of which he was Chairman. 

He is survived by his widow, Mrs. Ruth R. 
Donovan, Chapel Hill Farm, Berryville. Va.; 
one son, Mr. David Donovan, also of Berry- 
ville; one brother, the Reverend Vincent 
Donovan of the Dominican Order; one sister, 
Mrs, Loretta Henry, New Rochelle, N. Y.; 
and five grandchildren. His only daughter, 
Patricia, was killed in an automobile acci- 
dent in 1940.

Specifically, the Chamber wants Congress to: 

e Restrict the use of elaborate and detailed specifications in defense contracts. 

e@ Require greater use of commercial products meeting military needs rather 
than develop new specifications, (One defense contract devoted 16-pages to ping 


pong ball specifications.) 


e Encourage the use of incentive-type contracts which permit a contractor to 
retain a percentage of any savings he is able to make in production of a given item 


at a specified price. 


The proposals are in agreement with those contained in the Saltonstall bill

An advanced version of the 1000-miles-an-hour-plus F8U-1, the the new Crusader 
flies at nearly twice the speed of sound, has a more powerful engine than its record- 
setting predecessor, and more advanced fire control and radar control. 

Lt. J. J. Chambers of the Naval Air Test Center, Patuxent River, Md., came 
to Dallas to fly the new Crusader back to the East Coast for exhaustive flight 
— It will be assigned to the Navy Board of Inspection and Survey for these 
rials. 

The F8U-2 is equipped with a Pratt & Whitney J-57-P16 engine, giving it im- 
proved performance over the F8U-1, which set the first Thompson Trophy national 
speed record in excess of 1,000 miles an hour and made the first supersonic trans- 
continental flight. The F8U-1 and F8U-1P photo version are also in production at 
the Vought plant in Dallas. a 

The delivery of the last Regulus I was the occasion for a report that the Navy 
has made 850 flights with the snub-nosed missile. Some attained as many as 18 
flights before being destroyed. It has been fired from submarines, guided missile 
ships, cruisers, aircraft carriers and from land bases. 

The 500-mile range Regulus I last year was fired from the submarine Tunny 
off the Philippines while officials of Southeast Asia Treaty Organization nations 
watched. It was launched from the Navy base at Pt. Mugu, Calif., while Queen 
Frederika of Greece looked on. Numerous launchings at east coast bases or ships 
from Virginia to Maine have been viewed by high government officials. 

Reports were current this week that French officials have approached the Chance 
Vought firm with proposals to purchase production rights and tools for the advanced 
Regulus II missile which the Navy was forced to cancel for budgetary reasons. The 
French are said to want to purchase Regulus II missiles already built as well as 
to go into production themselves on the missile. 





Holloman Reports “Impressive” Flight 
By Firebee; Other Weap 


Holloman AFB, N. M., reports an im- 
pressive free flight of the Air Force 
XQ-2C Firebee, newest and most ad- 
vanced version of the famed remote-con- 
trolled jet target drones manufactured 
by Ryan Aeronautical Company, San 
Diego, has launched an intensive testing 
program. 

The Firebee, shown at right, soared to 
an altitude of 46,000 feet and was flown 
26 minutes, until all fuel was expended, 
after which the “bird” entered a con- 
trolled glide of 4 minues, 20 seconds from 
an altitude of 38,000 feet, descending to 
25,000 feet, where parachute recovery 
was commanded by the remote controller 
on the ground, 

The XQ-2C dropped to the desert floor 
only one-fourth of a mile from the center 
of a pre-determined recovery circle, and 
suffered such little damage that it could 
have been prepared for another flight 
within 24 hours. 

Much of the fuel on this first extended 
free flight mission was utilized while the 
Firebee was still attached to its B-26 
“mother plane.” The XQ-2C engine was 
started at an altitude of 10,000 feet, and 
as the B-26 climbed to 16,000 feet, the Fire- 
bee served as an “augmentor” that gave 
the launching plane at least twice its 
normal rate of climb. 

When the B-26 leveled off at launching 
altitude, the XQ-2C was réleased, and 
was put through a flight pattern of 
climbs and turns up to the 46,000 feet 
altitude. 


A4D Skyhawk Speed Drives 


A $3 million order for hydraulic con- 
stant speed drives for the Douglas A4D 
Skyhawk has been awarded to General 
Electric Company’s Aircraft Accessory 
Turbine Department. 

The order represents an addition to 
contracts for this equipment held by 
General Electric since 1953 and reflects 
the Navy’s recent decision to increase 
procurement of the high performance 
aircraft, according to Department Gen- 
eral Manager Walter C, O’Connell. 


“Snooper Drone” For Army 


Successful test flights of a new, mini- 
ature flying “snooper” are reported by 
the Army. The aircraft, a remote con- 
trolled drone designated the SD-3, was 
built for the Signal Corps by the Repub- 
lic Aviation Corporation at Mineola, 
L. IL, New York. Designed to observe 
enemy battlefield activities, it was flown 
successfully at the Army’s test center 
facility in Yuma, Arizona. Longest of the 
four flights lasted for more than 30 min- 
utes. 

Weighing less than half a ton and only 
15 feet long with a wing span of 11 feet, 
the SD-3 is packed with electronics and 
advanced sensory devices for guidance 
control and observation of enemy troop 
movements, fortifications and battlefield 
installations, 

Interchangeable nose units enable 
rapid switches from one surveillance 
technique such as photography, infra- 
red, radar or television, to a different 
type, depending on mission requirements. 

The drone is powered by a 140 horse- 
power continental engine. In a typical 
mission the drone is launched from a 
mobile trailer by two arrow II rocket 
motors, Once in the air the reciprocating 
engine takes over. 


Army Mobile Computers 


Four contracts in excess of $5 million 
for the development and production of 
three additional Army MOBIDIC com- 
puters and for programming assistance 
have been awarded to Sylvania Electric 
Products, Inc, 


The first MOBIDIC, a high-speed, van- 
mounted digital computer being devel- 
oped under contract with the Signal 
Corps, will be delivered late this year. 

The four awards include a $L5 million

retired at the end of their 30th year un- 
der present law. 

The first method will be used by the 
Navy to force the retirement of the nec- 
essary number of captains. 


Marines Use Second Method 


The Marine Corps will use the second 
method, only, for “the immediate fu- 
ture.” This results from the fact that 
Marine colonels currently are considered 
for promotion to brigadier genera] in 
their 23d to 25th year. 

To create additional vacancies in the 
grades of commander and lieutenant 
colonel, the proposal provides that offi- 
cers in these grades shall be considered 
for continuation on the active list when 
they have twice failed of selection for 
promotion. Those not selected for con- 
tinuation would be retired at the end 
of the fiscal year in which the report of 
the board is approved or in which they 
complete 20 or more years total com- 
missioned service, whichever is later. 

Officers considered and recommended 
for continuation on the active list would 
not again be subjected to consideration 
while in the same grade but would con- 
tinue on the active list for the periods 
prescribed in existing law. 

All of the above provisions would ex- 
pire on 30 June 1970, at which time it is 
expected that the last of the “hump” 
officers will have passed into the grades 
of captain and colonel, 





Promotions To Major 


Provisions relating solely to the pro- 
motion of majors in the Marine Corps 
to the grade of lieutenant colonel would 
expire on 31 December 1964, 

In connection with the latter provi- 
sions, the Navy said passage of the Ma- 
rine Corps officer hump into the grade 
of lieutenant colonel will retard promo- 
tion flow for a number of officers beyond 
those points considered as optimum for 
producing senior officers of appropriate 
age and service characteristics. 

In order to minimize this condition, 
without assessing excessive attrition 
and producing inequality in opportunity 
for promotion, the Marine Corps de- 
sires to dispense with the establish- 
ment of promotion zones in_ those 
years in which it is not necessary to 
create vacancies in the grade of major 
or it is not possible to remove from the 
active list those majors who have twice 
failed of selection for promotion, 

To accomplish this, the proposal au- 
thorizes the Secretary of the Navy to 
establish zones of consideration in lieu 
of, or in conjunction with, promotion 
zones. 

In the years that zones of considera- 
tion are established, and promotion zones 
are not used, all selections would be 
made from within the zones of consid- 
eration, and any officer not selected for 
promotion would not be considered as

having failed of selection, The Navy said 
“This would permit the advancement of 
the most outstanding majors, without 
passing over other majors whose serv- 
ices are valuable and needed by the Ma- 
rine Corps.” \ 

In years when it is necessaty to cre- 
ate vacancies in the grade of major, or 
when the age and service characteristics 
of majors who have been previously con- 
sidered for promotion warrant their in- 
voluntary retirement, a promotion zone 
would be established in conjunction with 
a zone of consideration, so that non-se- 
lected officers in or above the promo- 
tion zone would be legally considered as 
having failed of selection and would be 
retired after thier second failure. 

Hearings before the Kilday Subcom- 
mittee are expected to be speedily con- 
cluded in view of the fact that the com- 
mittee, after considering earlier “hump” 
proposals, already is conversant with 
most of the problems involved. 


Retired Pay Formula Sticks 


Earlier proposals would have author- 
ized increased retired pay for those in- 
voluntarily retired. 

The Navy had proposed a plan whereby 
such officers would have received/ pay 
credit for half the number of years 
which they were retired ahead of sched- 
ule. For example, a commander, guar- 
anteed 26 years’ service, if retired at the 
end of 20 years’ service, would have been 
permitted to compute his retired pay on 
the basis of 23 years’ service. 

Another proposal would have given 
involuntarily retired officers the right to 
compute their retired pay on the basis of 
guaranteed periods of service. Thus re- 
tired pay for commanders and lieutenant 
colonels would have been based on a 
multiplier of 26, regardless of actual 
years of service completed before in- 
voluntary retirement, and 30 years for 
captains and colonels, 

Under the new proposal, officers forced 
into mandatory retirement will be per- 
mitted to compute their retired pay on 
the basic formula used for all other 
officers.
